Grayling to continue water fluoridation

Fluoride will continue to flow 
with the city water for the health 
of Grayling resident’s choppers 
after city officials opted to con- 
tinue adding the supplement. 

Chad Beckett, the City of 
Grayling’s Department of Public 
Works director, asked the city 
council this fall to decide if the 
city would continue or discontin- 
ue adding fluoride to the city 
water supply. 

Adding fluoride to the water 
became an issue in January when 
the city was forced to discontin- 
ue the practice when Doug 
Duby, the city’s former DPW 
director, died unexpectedly at 
the age of 53. Duby was the 
only city employee who was 
licensed to oversee adding fluo- 
ride to the water. 

Beckett was licensed by the 
Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality in July 
and the city began adding fluo- 
ride to the water on August 9. 

Beckett provided city council 
members several documents 
regarding the pro and cons of 
supplementing the water with 
fluoride. An informal survey 


was also sent with the October | 


water bills, 


Of 580 respondents, 115 said 
they wanted the city to continue 
adding fluoride and 34 residents 
said they did not want the chem- 
ical in the water, said Grayling 
City Clerk Michele Moshier. A 
total of 430 residents did not 
respond to the survey and one 
resident said they did not under- 
stand the issue, Moshier said. 

Fluoride occurs naturally in 
water in small amounts. 
Hydrofluorosilic acid, which is 
added to the Grayling water sup- 
ply, is a by product of the fertil- 
izer industry. 

Communities began adding 
fluoride to municipal water sup- 
plies in the early 20th Century. 
The City of Grand Rapids was 
one of first municipalities to add 
the chemical to water to prevent 
tooth decay, 

For children, fluoride works to 
make tooth enamel harder and 
more resistant to acid that causes 
tooth decay. For adults, it helps 
repair early stages of tooth decay 
even before they become visible 
in the mouth, @ process known as 
remineralization, 

Toothpastes, mouthrinses and 
gels contain fluoride, which is in 
foods and liquids processed with

MEAP 
results

The latest MEAP results, 
shared with the Crawford 
AuSable School Board at their 
November meeting, show that 
the district is doing a good job 
aligning its curriculum with 
state guidelines. 

Results of the graduating 
classes from 2000-2005 were. 
shared, although the results 
from the class of 2005 are still 
preliminary. Because the tests 
continue to change it is hard to 
make direct comparisons 
between the classes but the gen- 
eral trends are encouraging. 

The math results show the stu- 
dents for the graduating classes 
of 2000 through 2005 have met 
or exceeded state standards for 
five of the last six years, with 
the class of 2003 very slightly 
below the state average. 

Science results have hovered 
around the state average, some- 
times exceeding, sometimes

In 2003, 442 people died in 
Michigan as a result of alcohol 
and/or drug-involved traffic 
crashes.

Young children at risk 
the state, report says 


Crawford County youth near the 
top in several risk categories 


Little or no progress was 
made in improving maternal 
and infant health in Michigan 
between 1995 and 2002, 
according to the latest Kids 
Count data book. This year’s 
report, with a focus on young 
children, also found higher risk 
for the state’s youngest chil- 
dren on several measures of 
child well-being. 

“Our state public policy and 
budget decisions do not reflect 
the overwhelming scientific 
evidence of the importance of 
the earliest years,” said Jane 
Zehnder-Merrell, senior 
research associate at the 
Michigan League for Human 
Services, “State and local ser- 
vices are being cut or curtailed 
to young children. Asa result, 
too many children reach 
kindergarten already behind.” 

The average wage in 
Crawford County in 2002 was 
$27,337, only 73 percent of the 
state average of $37,517. One 
of three young children under 
the age of five in this county 
lived in poverty in 2003. 
Statewide the rate was one in 
every five children under five. 
Roughly 750,000 children, or 
One in every four children, in

the state depend on Medicaid 
to access health care. That rate 
is one in every three children 
for Crawford County. 

Infants were almost twice as 
likely to be victims of abuse or 
neglect as children, ages 5-9. 
Young children under the age 
of five represented 80 percent 
of the Michigan fatalities 
resulting from maltreatment in 
2002. 

The report also shows that 
roughly 170,000 — children 
under age 18 resided in fami- 
lies investigated for abuse or 
neglect in 2003 - at a rate of 66 
per 1,000 children under the 
age of 18. In Crawford 
County 430 children were in 
that situation, which works out 
to arate of 128 per 1,000 chil- 
dren, nearly double the state 
average. While the state rate 
went up 23 percent from 1995 
to 2003, the rate in Crawford 
County went up 44 percent. 

The rate of confirmed vic- 
tims for the state (10 children 
per 1,000) climbed by over 
one-quarter over the same peri- 
od, up from 8 in fiscal year 
1995. In Crawford County 
the rate of confirmed victims 
(25 per 1,000) represented a 


a percent increase, up from 7 
n 1995, 

” Children ‘in Crawford 
County were 388 percent more 
likely to end up in out-of-home 
care for abuse or neglect over 
the trend period, as opposed to 
17 percent across the state. 

“Lack of prevention services 
to the state's most vulnerable 


children may explain some of 


the substantial increase in the 
rates of child abuse and 
neglect,” said Michele Corey, 
community advocacy director 
for Michigan’s Children. 
“Community collaboratives for 
coordinating human services 
and county infant death review 
teams have — experienced 
reduced or zero funding to sup- 
port their efforts.” 

State budget shortfalls have 
also affected other services to 
young children. Young chil- 
dren in low-income families 
that depend on the state child 
care subsidy have few options 
for care, according to the 
report. The subsidy payment is 
based on hourly use rather 
than the standard weekly rate 
charged by almost all licensed 
providers. Subsidy payments 
are also pegged to a 1996 mar- 
ket rate survey that lags the 
cost of living by eight years. 

Although young children

Among the five areas of child 
well-being exainined in this 
year’s data book, the biggest 
improvement in Michigan over 
the trend period occurred 
among teens. Both the rate of 
births to teens, ages 15-17, and 
the rate of injury deaths among 
teens, ages 15-19, dropped by 
roughly one-third. In 2000- 
2002, 20 of every 1,000 high 
school-aged female students 
gave birth compared to 30 in 
1990-1992. The birth rate for 
young (teens in Crawford 
County dropped by approxi- 
mately one-fifth, from 34.5 per 
1,000 to 27.1 per [,000. 

The percent of high school 
dropouts declined by 40 per-’ 
cent with roughly 4 percent or’ 
17,000 youth leaving school. 
without a high school diploma. 
In Crawford County, the 
dropout rate declined by nearly ' 
67 percent going, from 11.9° 
percent in 1990-92 to 3.9 per- 
cent in 2000-2002.

British painter

The Dennos Museum Center 
at Northwestern Michigan 
College announces the opening 
of one of the most unusual paint-

Amazing Grace is the favorite 
song of many Americans! 
Behind that wonderful song is 
an amazing story. The author, 
John Newton grew up leading a 
wild and wicked life. He was at 
sea by the age of eleven, and 
forced to serve in the British 
Navy 7 years later. He deserted, 
was recaptured and exchanged 
to the crew of a slave ship 
bound for Africa. His employ- 
er’s wife beat him and held him 
as a “slave of slaves.” He would 
later become the captain of a 
slave ship. This explains why he 
wrote those words, “Amazing 
grace, how sweet the sound that 
saved a wretch like me.” 

Later at 82 years of age 
Newton said, “My memory is 
nearly gone, but [ remember two 
things, that | am a great sinner, 
and that Christ is a great 
Saviour.” The epithet on his 
tombstone bears his testimony: 
"John Newton, Clerk, once an 
infidel and libertine, a servant of 
slaves in Africa, was, by the rich 
mercy of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ, preserved, 


restored, pardoned, and appotnt- 
ed to preach the faith he had 
jong labored to destroy." When 
someone suggested he should 


". petire, - said, “What, shall 


old African blasphemer stop 
while he can speak.” 

John Newton discovered the 
greatest message of Christmas. 
He discovered that Jesus Christ 
entered this wicked world some 
2,000 years ago to save lost sin- 
ners. This was the prophesied 
purpose in both His name and 
birth according to Matthew 
1:21: “And she shall bring forth 
a son, and thou shalt call his 
name JESUS: for he shall save 
his people from their sins.” This 
is also the testimony of Jesus in 
Luke 19:10: “For the Son of 
man is come to seek and to save 
that which was lost.” As John 
said in | John 4:9,14; “In this 
was manifested the love of God 
toward us, because that God 
sent his only begotten Son into 
the world, that we might live 
through him.

whom I am chief. 16 Howbeit 
for this cause I obtained mercy, 
that in me first Jesus Christ 
might show forth all longsuffer- 
ing, for a pattern to them which 
should hereafter believe on him 
to life everlasting.” 

Have you like the publican of 
Luke 18:13 ever ask for God's 
mercy and forgiveness for your 
sins?

Ernestine Stephan Church Palmer: A Daughter’s Tribute 


Ernestine Louise was born on 
March 7, 1927 to Herbert & 
Beulah Stephan. The young cou- 
ple were so proud of their first 
born they had a photo taken 
before she was a year old. The 
picture shows a child with bright 
blue eyes and roses in her chub- 
by cheeks, With her dark brown 
hair cut in a classic bob & bangs, 
she looks joyful and full of life. 
The picture cost a whopping 
$15.00 and the depression-era 
Stephans paid for it in install- 
ments. 

Not long after, the Stephans 
were blessed with another 
daughter, Beverly Jean. The two 
sisters became inseparable, often 
accompanied by their dogs, first, 
Mickey J, then, later, Mickey II. 
They even slept with the 
Mickeys and Herbert’s concern 
they would get sick from the dog 
was summarily over ridden. 
Later, Ernestine would say one 
of the reasons she never wanted 
another dog was because of the 
loss she felt when both the 
Mickey's died. 

Ernestine. & -Beverly had a 
color coded childhood, with 
Ernestine, the Brunette, always 
getting red garments and blonde 
Beverly the blue. This love of 
red lasted her whole life and was 
absorbed by her oldest daughter. 
It is a color of passion, energy, 
and excitement about life, a 
description of most = of 
Ernestine’s later years. 

Times were very tough during 
the Depression in Crawford 
County, and the Stephans felt the 
squeeze to keep food on the table 
more than once. Game wardens 
were sympathetic to this and 
often turned a blind eye to deer 
poaching as long as it wasn’t {la- 
grant. 

Little Ernestine and Beverly 
were getting their haircuts at the 
barber one day. He asked them, 
“Has your dad gotten any deer 
lately?” Beverly piped up, “No, 
but he got a really big rabbit!” 
Emestine loved that story and it 
stil! makes Beverly blush, 

The Stephan daughters were 
joined by a son, Peter William, in 
1937, For much of his young 
life, the girls were typical big sis- 
ters loving, teasing, telling him 
what to wear. 

When Ernestine was dating 
Jack Church, and Beverly was 
dating Edward Lowrie, Pete 
knew Ed was always good for 
toys, & Jack a quarter or two if 
only he would just disappear. He 
was always happy to oblige his 
future brothers-in-law. 

Later, after the girls were both 
married, Pete came to them in 


tears & told them they could: 


have his room, if only they 
would just come back home. 
Coming to womanhood in the 
70’s, I was much aware of the 
differences in upbringing of 
Emestine’s generation and mine. 
One time, I asked her if she felt 
left out because she didn’t go 
hunting. with her Dad. Her

available to her. V-J Day in Bay 
City found her in the midst of the 
joyous traffic and she was struck 
by an automobile although not 
seriously injured. 

But, she was miserable being 
away, and even though Herbert 
& Beulah would send her bus 
fare, she would hitchhike back to 
Grayling to save the money. 
Ultimately, she left business 
school and moved back home, 
She worked in various jobs in 
Grayling and paid Herbert & 
Beulah $10 a week for room & 
board, Beulah quietly tucked the 
money away ina Savings account 
for her daughter's future. 

Ernestine spent her whole fife 
in Grayling, graduating from 
Grayling High School in 944. 
It wasn’t until she had 4 children 
with Jack Church, that he told 
her he had had a major crush on 
her in the eighth grade. 

Ernestine & Jack were married 
November 29, 1947, after Jack 
returned from serving with the 
US Navy in the Pacific Theater 
of WWIIL They were very 
young, and had to grow up 
together, a journey that was often 
very difficult as Jack struggted 
with severe depression. 

The Church family struggled 
financially until, at last, 
Ernestine was hired by Bear 
Archery. Although things were 
still tight, the job gave her the 
security she had so desperately 
needed. 

I] remember the first day of her 
job at the Bear Archery. [ didn’t 
sleep most of the night, | was so 
afraid that somehow the job 
wouldn’t happen. 

It was on a Memorial Day that 
Jack called me in New York and 
with a shaking voice, told me he 
and Ernestine were divorced. 
Even though they had been sepa- 
rated since [970, the divorce 
finally came about to fulfill a 
lifelong dream: Ernestine was 
going to buy a house. 

The next few months she was 
always giddy with excitement as 
plans fell into place and she 
moved into her new home, at 407 
Karen Road in Karen Woods. 
Sometimes, she would say, “I 
love this place so much, I don’t 
want to go anywhere.” She lived 
there with my two brothers, 
Steven & Gary. By this ime, my 
sister Carleen had fulfilled her 
dream to become an RN, and had 
married Brian Dane, a rich union 
that has produced four beautiful 
grandchildren, 3 of whom sur- 
vive. Stephanie died as an 
infant, survived by her twin, 
Erik. Later came Kathryn & 
Kimberly. 

The departure of Bear Archery 
from Grayling was another diffi- 
cult time for Ernestine. The 
UAW strike found her as a mem- 
ber of the social services com- 
mittee. (along with Beverly), 
while brother Pete was Chief of 
Police, In the end, the strike col- 
lapsed and she was once again 
without financial security. 

But her faith in her hometown 
was rewarded with new employ- 
ment as one of the earliest mem- 
bers of Grayling’s Dial-a-ride. 
For a short time, she drove a bus 
(NOT her favorite thing) and

One of Ernestine’s many pas- 
sions was music she had a lovely 
alto voice and would often sing 
as she worked, She sang to all 
her children when they were 
babies, and later was a steadfast 
member of the Methodist church 
choir. 

1 always heard bells in’ her 
voice, and one of the joys | 
remember most is singing with 
her & my sister Carleen. Our 
voices shared a timbre with hers. 
We could have been the Judds! 

Ernestine was never without a 
project. She had an engineer's 
cye for constructing anything 
from clothing to quilts, afghans, 
sweaters, and Xmas ornaments. 

For Christmas in 2003, she 
completed at feast (0 Swedish 
weaving afghans. No wonder 
that when | talked with her in 
January, she Cook the month off 
to read instead of do needlework. 

Her last project created a fam- 
ily heirloom, for she was asked 
to make the veil for Kathryn, her 
oldest: granddaughter’s October 
23 wedding to Louis Dauser. 
Katie took the fabric and piping 
to her. Ernestine thought about 
the project for a few days and 
then the method for completing tt 
came to her. The hundred foot 
circumference was beautifully 
hand sewn with virtually invisi- 
ble stitches, She was unable to 
attend the wedding, due to her 
itlness, but she listened to the 
whole ceremony with a cell 
phone connection. 

Ernestine shared her passion 
for Christmas with her children, 
and even as they went their sepa- 
rate ways, this passion would 
pull them back together even if 
only in their hearts. The months 
before the holiday's were always 
filled with back and forth excited 
phone calls of who she was mak- 
ing what for and we alt shared 
that excitement. Those who 
know her well, remember a 
house decorated to ooze 
Christmas from every nook & 
cranny. The task of going 
through her Christmas collection 
was daunting for her children, to 
say the least. 

In 1989, Ernestine’s youngest 
son, Gary, married Patricia Ann 
Boyink, thereby — presenting 
Ernestine with a wonderful 
young woman she always called 
her third daughter. 
Granddaughter Jessica Ann was 
born in 1991, and her brother 
Bobby in 1996, Like the Dane 
children, she cherished these 
additions to the family and found 
much joy in their tender years.

Need for jobs seen in child mental health

100,000 new health care jobs 
might be available by 2015 in 
Michigan, but the state says 
none of those jobs are likely in a 
field with a growing need — 
chitd mental health. 

Rural areas of Michigan — 
especially the northeastern cor- 
ner —definitely need more child 
psychologists and psychiatrists, 
said Janet Olszewski, director of 
the Department of Community 
Health (DCH). 

Psychologists deal with coun- 
seling while psychiatrists are 
able to prescribe medication, but 
getting access to these services is 
difficult for many, she said. 

“All of the child psychiatrists 
are in Southeast Michigan,” 
Olszewski said. 

There are more opportunities 
for child psychology-related 
careers in Southeast Michigan 
because universities such as 
Wayne State and the University 
of Michigan offer education in 
that region. Also, the area’s high- 
er population means more peo- 
ple to treat, 

DCH, however, wants to focus 
on bringing more physicians and 
other health professionals to 
Michigan. 

“Certainly, there's a shortage 
in child psychology,” said TJ. 


Bucholz, press officer for the 
DCH. “But we're looking at crit- 
ical shortages where it can be a 


_ matter of life or death.” 


Death is exactly what Judith 
Kovach is concemed about. The 
executive director of the 
Michigan Psychological 
Association (MPA) said suicide 
is a leading cause of death in 
young people who don’t get 
proper aitention. 

“Most children who attempt or 
complete suicide are depressed,” 
Kovach said. “In most instances, 
they’re exhibiting signs of 
depression and not receiving 
treatment.” 

Kovach said Michigan is in a 
unique situation because only 
residents with private insurance 
plans or who are willing to pay 
themselves can be treated. She 
said 44 states allow government 
insurance plans such as 
Medicaid to cover mental health 
care, but Michigan is not one of 
them. 

“We find that there is very lim- 
ited access for children who 
don't have private health insur- 
ances in northern Michigan,” 
Kovach said. 

If mental health services were 
covered the same way as all 
other health services, more resi- 
dents could have access to them, 
Kovach said. 


Many children who don’t 
receive proper treatment for 
mental illnesses end up in the 
criminal justice system, Kovach 
said, 

One study showed that 34 per- 
cent of Michigan’s prisoners had 
some sort of mental illness, “l 
would wager that it is at least as 
high in the juvenile system,” 

Kovach said 20 percent of 
Americans will suffer a mental 
illness at some point in their 
lives. “There's no reason to think 
that it will be different in more 
rural or more urban areas.” 

But according (o a national 
report from the U.S. Surgeon 
General's office, 11 percent of 
people with diagnosable mental 
disorders received no treatment, 
Kovach said. “That's probably in 
rural areas because i’s harder to 
find treatment, 

“Community Mental Health 
doesn’t meet the need, the pri- 
vate sector doesn’t meet the need 
~~ the demand is higher than the 
services that are available,” she 
said. 

Counseling is the best way to 
treat those with mental illnesses, 
but many physicians aren't able 
to perform in that field, she said. 

“Primary-care physicians — 
they’re generalists, not special- 
ists,” Kovach said. “Drugs alone 
are not the best way to treat it — 


that’s how primary-care physi- 
cians treat mental illness. 


“If mental health officials. 


aren't available, then primary- 


care physicians have no choice 


than to treat it that way.” 


There is hope that mental 


health availability will increase 
in the state. 


Gov, Jennifer Granholm ' 
recently received the Mental 


Health Commission’s long-term 


plan to improve the state’s men- ° 


tal health resources, 


One of its primary goals is to 
identify children with disabilities | 
and risk factors in education and — 


health care settings, 


But, Kovach — said, “the 


Legislature as a whole has not 
made mental health a priority.” 


The MPA has contacted the | 


incoming crop of House repre- 
sentatives to determine their 
stance on mental health, One 
problem is that unlike some past 
legislators, none of the newcom- 
ers has worked in mental health, 
Kovach said, 

Access and availability to 
quality services will always be a 
priority for the MPA, Kovach 
said, 

“We have countless stories of 
parents of children who have 
completed suicide who say, ‘My 
child needed help, but services 
weren't available,” she said.

Continued from Page [A 
water containing fluoride. 

Adding fluoride to the water is 
a highly debated topic in the sci- 
entific community. 

The practice is supported by 
the American Dental 
Association, the World Health 
Organization, the U.S, Public 
Health Service, the American 
Medical Association and the 
American Cancer Society. 

Some Environmental 
Protection Agency Scientists, 
lawyers and other professionals 
have taken a stance against fluo- 
ride to municipal water supplies, 
saying the benefits do not out- 
weigh the risks. 

Ingesting too much fluoride 
causes dental fluorosis, which 
causes (eeth to become unsightly 
stained when children are form- 
ing their permanent teeth.
